The spe- 
cific charge is in connection with the

It\is alleged that he permitted a 
stranger to enter the jury room and 
hold a half-hour conversation with one 
of the jurymen while they had the case 
under advisement. 


ARRESTED IN COURT. 

Dwyer was on duty in Judge Ferris’ di- 
vision of the Criminal Court when he was 
approached by Deputy Sheriff Noonan, who 
told him that Sheriff Ditckmann wished 
to see him in his office on the second floor 
of the Four Courts building. 

Sheriff Dieckmann called Dwyer to him 
and served the warrant personally. Dwy- 
er took the warrant in his hand and read 
it. The warrant chages misconduct in of- 
fice. Aw he read it his face paled and the 
paper shook in his hands. Dwyer was im- 
mediately suspended and arrested.

|\JEWELER’S EXPERT DECLARES 
THEM TO BE OF FIRST WATER. 


Picepectors Are Flocking to the Wild 
and Broken Blood Creek Country 
to Take Up and Work 
Claims. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEWISTON, Mont., Jan. 18.—A reliable 
report reaches here today of the discovery 
of a large diamond field in the northeast- 
ern part of Fergus County. This alleged 
find has driven all the prospectors of Spot- 
ted Horse and Maiden wild with excite- 
ment. 

When the report reached the former place 
that experts employed by Tiffany & Co., 
New York jewelers, had pronounced the 
gems to be of the first water, excitement 
knew no bounds and last night a party 
of prospectors started for the Blood creek 
country, where the find was made, to lo- 
cate ground. 

Blood creek is a small stream in the 
northeastern part of the county, situated 
in a wild and broken country. All of that 


region is a series of bad lands, and, being 
an arid, barren region, it is almost totally 
devoid of settlement. 

A diamond was found in this 
the country about 2% years ago by 
Grandall, who now lives in Neihart. 

He carried the stone for several years 
before he became aware that it was really 
a diamond. Grandall revisited the section 
in 1894 and attempted to locate the place, 
but was unsucceesfu'. ; 

The cenuineness of the last find ts not 
doubted here, several reputable business 
men having seen the diamonds before they 


were sent east.

SHIPMAN, Ill., Jan. 18.—Harry Highfill, 
23 years old, a soldier just returned from 
the Philippine Islands, was stabbed to 
death by his stepfather, A. B. Getting, on 
the Getting farm, three and one-half miles 
north of Shipman, at 5:30 o'clock last night. 

Getting is 73 years of age, and claims 
to have killed his son in self-defense. The 
old man is in custody at Shipman. 

Highfill returned to his home from the 
Philippine Islands Friday morning. Hs 
father states that his son quarreied with 
him the moment he entered the house. Get- 
ting married Highfill’s mother during the 
boy's absence in the Philippine Islands, 
and the son objected to his stepfather. 

Getting is a German Methodist minister 
and does traveling cirucit work and bears 
a good reputation. The aged minister 
Staces that his son entered ine home aiid 
after threatening to take his life, struck 
him with his fist. The father states that 
then, in self-defense, he opened his pocket- 
knife and stabbed his son. 

After stabbing the young man, Getting 
drove to Shipman for a doctor. When they 
returned io tne farm tiimonoil wa dean, 
Getting was then taken back to Shipman 
and on the orders of Jesse Peoples of Car- 
linviile, acting for the states aljt.iorney, 
J. M. Mahoney, he was held, charged with 
the killing of his son. 

The property upon which Getting lived 
Delongs to Smith Bros. of Shipman. These 
@entiemen state that they have never en- 
countered any trouble with the ministcr. 

ulre L. Newcomb of Shipman will hol! 
an inquest over the remains of Highfill this 
afternoon. 

The sympathies of the public in nerai 
in the vicinity of Shipman seems to be with 
the old minister. It was known that the 
Bon Was angry because the old gentleman 
married his mother, and it is thought that 
Getting’s story that the son attacked him 
when he arrived at the house is true.

ALL CARS OF PASSENGER TRAIN 
THROWN FROM TRACK. 


VICTOR, Io., Jan. 18.—As the Denver lim- 
ited passenger trath No. 5 of the Rock 
Island was passing this town this morning 
at 5:55 the boiler of ehgine No. 563 exploded, 
resulting in the death of the engineer and 
fireman, and slightly injuring two porterd 
and a brakeman.

The accident took place within 250 feet 
of the depot, and the noise of the explo- 
sion aroused every person in the town.

Fortunately the passengers were 
uninjured. Pieces of the wrecked engine 
were strewn around for:a distance of 200 
feet, and the boiler was found 15 feet away 
from the scene of the accident.

FEATED GOVERNMENT TROOPS. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Jan. 18.—According to 
the latest advices from Venezuela the rev- 
Olutionary force under Gen. Codeno has 
twice defeated government troops in the 
State of Carabobo. 

A new insurrection has been started near 
Carupano under the leadership of Gen. Vas- 
quez. 

Generals Batalla and Loreto Lima have 
taken up arms against Castro in the State 
of Zamora. ' 

The Venezuelan revolutionary steamship 
Libertador, formerly the Ban Righ, has 
made two succesful landings of arms and 
ammunition and is moving around the coast 
vf Venezuela without being molested. It is 
said that she steamed close to Puerto Ca- 
bello in full view of a government gunboat, 
which remained inactive. 


It is reported that the revolutionary 
troops under Geh. Ducharne have been de-

‘Thereupon Lordi Grey, being troubled 
with a conscience, wrote to the magistrates 
in the various pete Sessional divisions in 
Northumberland. e explained cl! 
cumstances under which this sligh 
of fortune had occurred in his favor, an 
disclaimed any intention of making use of 
it for his own personal profit. 

“Instead, he gave the outline of a scheme 
under which he intended to run his pro- 
jected public house upon lines which were 
originally sugecete. and have been prac- 
tically exemplified, by the Bishop of es- 
ter, and to devote the profits arising there- 
from, or the eater part of them, to pub- 
lic uses in the locality from which ey 
were derived. 

“Shortly put, his plan was to allow the 
manager of the business a commission upon 
all trade in food and non-alcoholic liquors. 
Tea. coffees, temperance drinks, or light 
refreshments, were to be made as read ly 
accessible at the bar as beer or spirits and 
all the articles supplied, whether alcoho’ic 
or otherwise, were to be of the best and 
most wholesome quality procurable in the 
open market. 

“The Grey Arms, in fact, was to be run 
on the lines of a refreshment house, tn- 
stead of a mere ne bar. And the 

rofits arising from the business were to 

e placed in the hands of trustees for 
certain public purposes connected with the 
locality, to be afterwards specified. 

“The novelty and enerosity of the 
scheme excited at the time a considerable 
amount of interest, which has not been 
allowed to die down, but, on the contrary, 
has been wisely guided into a are of 
channels by means of which it is calicu- 
lated to refresh the land in more senses 


than one.

‘Men Were Under 


SHARKEY MAH 
BOUT A FARCE 


Bonds 
and Referee Stopped 
a Tame Fight. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—Tom Sharkey | 
and Peter Maher engaged in two and one- 
half rounds of tapping, slapping and hug- 
ging each other in the presence of 3000 
Philadelphians and New Yorkers who paid 
from $1 to $5 apiece in the expectation of 
seeing a six-round slugging match. 

The boxers had been arrested and put 
under heavy bonds before they entered the 
ring. As far as the bout went, Sharkey 
showed that he has in a great measure 
rallied from the effects of the terrible beat- 
ing Jeffries gave him two years ago. 

The boxing match was the worst man- 
aged affair imaginable. it was so evidently 
a fake that a man who expressed the sen- 
timent of everybody yelled out: “Back up— 
go way back.”’ 

The men sperred at a distance of about 
eight feet most of the time, when they 
were not hugging each other. 

Referee Kocap, very much disgusted, 
stepped between the men during the third 
round and sent them to their corners. The 
crowd yelled louder than ever. Snarkey 
waved his arms in a fraatic appeal to pe 
heard, but the onty answer he got was a 
universal ‘‘hoo.”’ 

He hurried out of the ring and Maher 
shortly followed nim. Rocap declared that 
the men were faking and that it was 10 
contest. About filty or sixty-men got even 
with the management by smasing the 
chairs they had been sitting in. 

‘ihe arrest of Maher ana Sharkey was 
caused by the Law and Order League, 
through W.4A. Gibboney and ‘“‘Dick’’ Kain, 
presiuent Of a ath.etic club that gave a 
rivai show. Gibboney swore that they in- 
tended to commit a breach of the peace. 

The magisirate held Sharkey, Maher and

Tewnsmen So Bitter Against Murderer 
That He Was Hurried to Hills- 
boro to Escape -Possible_. 
Violence. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

COFFEEN, IIL, Jan. /18.—The feeling here 
against Fred Brockman, the murderer of 
Miss Gertrude Clifford, grows rather than 
diminishes.’ It is not unlikely that had the 
sheriff not taken him away from here he 
would have been lynched. He had con- 
fessed to at least six people that he killed 
the girl, but would not say why he com- 
mitted the crime. 

The coroner's inquest which was held here 


yesterday lasted from about noon until 5& 
o'clock in the evening 

The testimony went to show that Brock- 
man had committed the crime with premed- 
itation. Members of the ri’s famliy were 
in court and testified to the relations exist- 
ing between the young people, which were 
said to be only friendly on her part, whilé 
they were lover-like and ardent on his. 

All the evidence showed it to have been a 
brutal and unprovoked murder. The coro- 
ner’s verdict is to the effect that Miss Clif- 
ford came to her death from two bullet 
wounds in her head fired by Frederic 
Brockman. 


Prisoner Hurried 


Out of Coffeen. 

About noon yesterday Sheriff Cassaday 
learned that there was talk amoug the 
young men both in the town and in the 


country as to the advisability of taking 
Hrockman out of jail and lynching him. 
Among these young men were many who 
had loved the girl and still loved her, and 
their rage when they learned that she had 
been kilied thus wantonly would have car- 
ried them to any limit. Cooler heads ad- 
vised that he be allowed to remain in 
custody and when his trial came up to see 
that he got a hanging jury. 

Pians were being quietly laid, however, 
to take him.away from the law officers 
and hang him when Deputy Sheriff Wes 
Whitton drove into Coffeen from Hillsboro. 
in a light buggy drawn by a team of fast 
horses. He placed Brockman in the buggy 
and, with a shotgun across hig knees, 
drove rapidly through the town and took 
the road to Hillsboro. 

This dden move on the part of Whit- 
ton probably saved Brockman’'s life for 
the time. As the DUEBY with the murderer 
and the officer flew through the town men 
who were in favor of lynching Brockman 
ran out of the buildings angry because 
they had not acted more decisively. Whit- 
ton is a determined man, and it is not 
likely that his prisoner would have been 
taken from him without a desperate fight 
on his part. 

On their way from Coffeen to Hillsboro 
Brockman cowered -in the corner of the 
buggy as if trying to hide himself from al! 
eyes. He begged Whitton to protect him, 
having evidently heard of the feelin 
againet him in the town. When they ha 
gone some distarce from the 4own he ex- 
hibited mcre courave and talked with Whit- 
ton. He told the officer that he had kil'ed 
the girl because she would not have him 
and he could not live without her and had 
made “up his mind that if he cou!d not 
have her no one else would. He said his 
only regret was that he had not made a

Sherman place ended her life in the s'‘reet 
Friday night, in the presence of Jchn Cun- 
ningham of 1327 Vandeventer avenue, a 
married man who had been paying her at- 
tentions for 18 months and who declares 
that he only awaited a divorce in order that 
he might marry the girl.

Cunningham, ois a mo- 
torman for the transit 9 Shey was ar- 
rested and locked up in the Sixth district 
police station to await an investigation. 

At the station Cunningham said that he 
knew no reason for the girl's suicide. She 
had made an appointment, he said, for him 
to meet her atthe street corner men- 
tioned, having left word at his boarding 
house early Tiday morning.

The vial was found on the sidewalk near 
her, nearly drained. The girl fell to the 
ground. he did mot sp after taking 
the posion. 

Miss Helwig’s mother told the police that 
the girl left home Friday ahteraosn. ap- 
parently in good spirits. She bought the 
poison at the drug store of William Crae- 
mer.
